Forum  to  Hear  Moscow  Reporter 


Daniel  Schoof,  Moscow  cor- 
respondent for  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System  will  speak 
to  Monday's  Forum  Audience  on 
“A  Reporter’s  Eye-View  of  the 
Soviet  Union.” 

Schoor,  who  first  attracted 
national  attention  for  his  cover- 
age of  a survey  tour  in  Indonesia 
is  best  known  for  being  one  of 
the  three  reporter’s  who  quizzed 
Soviet  dictator  Nikita  Khrush- 
chev on  his  American  television 
debut  in  July,  1957. 

The  world  famous  journalist 
began  his  career  with  the  ‘‘Bronx 
Home  News.”  He  worked  for  the 
Jewish  Telegraphic  Agency  and 


the  Dutch  news  agency  before 
going  to  CBS. 

He  has  covered  world  crises 
from  the  Netherlands  flood  of 
1953  to  the  Poznan  trials  in  Pol- 
and in  1956.  He  prepared  a “See 

The  reporter  encountered  dif- 
ficulties with  Russian  censors 
when  he  reported  by  radio  from 
Moscow  that  the  Russians  were 
planning  to  send  volunteers  to 
It  Now”  television  program  for 
Edward  R.  Murrow  on  Poland  in 
March,  1957.  It  has  been  called 
the  first  intimate  look  at  a Com- 
munist country. 

Egypt  in  the  Suez  crisis.  He  was 
cut  off  the  air  in  the  middle  of 


the  program  by  a Russian  censor. 

In  addition  to  his  foreign  as- 
signments he  has  also  covered 
the  nation’s  capital. 

Besides  being  an  expert  on  the 
modern  Communist  political 
movement  he  is  well  versed  on 
Latin  American  affairs  as  a re- 
sult of  his  coverage  of  the  assas- 
sination of  the  president  of  Pan- 
ama, the  Costa-Rican  rebellion 
and  the  Inter-American  Confer- 
ence in  1954. 

He  is  also  the  winner  of  the 
Order  of  Orange-Nassau — the 
first  American  correspondent  to 
win  the  award  presented  by  thi 
Netherlands  Queen  Juliana.

Are  Semesters  Better  Than  Quarters? 


What  is  it  going  to  be — the  present  quarter 
system,  or  the  semester  system? 

l%e  many-sided  question  has  been  present- 
ed in  the  Daily  Universe  by  reporter  Jackie 
Richardson.  It  indicates  that  there  is  ample 
room  for  study  before  any  change  it  made. 

A limited  survey  among  Brigham  Young 
University  students  reveals  that  many  stu- 
dents are  in  favor  of  the  present  quarter  sys- 
tem and  want  no  change.  Those  in  favor  of 
the  switch  to  semesters  cite  certain  schools  in 
California  and  Colorado  which  have  made 
the  switch  and  are  happy  they  did. 

The  reasons  given  include  less  textbooks 
for  the  students  to  purchase,  two  instead  of 
three  registration  days  per  year,  greater 
length  of  time  to  devote  to  a subject  etc. 

If  the  semester  system  went  into  effect 
it  would  mean  the  five  hour  class  would  vir- 
tually take  its  place  beside  the  Dodo  bird 
as  far  as  BYU  students  are  concerned.  The 
student  would  go  to  a History  180  class,  for 
example,  three  days  a week  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Fall  semester  until  sometime  in 
late  January  or  early  February. 

Under  the  quarter  system  the  class  is 
attended  five  days  per  week  from  the  begin- 
ning of  Fall  quarter  until  Christmas  vacation, 
representing  approximately  the  same  overall 
time. 

In  the  semester  system  the  history  class 
would  be  good  for  three  credit  hours — instead 
of  five  under  the  quarter  system — but  only 
128  hours  would  be  necessary  to  graduate 
instead  of  186. 

On  the  matter  of  vacations  and  holidays 
under  the  semester  system,  it  would  mean 
some  studying  during  Christmas  vacation, 
Christmas  class,  not  the  beginning  of  a new 
subject  as  it  is  now  under  the  quarter  system. 
WHAT  IS  ANSWER? 

So,  what  is  the  answer?  Obviously  there 


are  advantages  and  disadvantages  to  both  j 
sides,  as  explained  in  the  five-part  articles 
carried  in  the  Universe  during  the  week.  j 
We  feel  in  a narrow  race,  perhaps  51-49, : 
that  the  quarter  system  at  BYU  has  the  ad- , 
vantage,  at  least  as  far  as  the  studentbody 
is  concerned.  That  the  semester  system  will 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  faculty,  eliminating  i 
much  bookwork  etc.,  is  a legitimate  factor — i 
and  one  that  should  be  taken  into  consider- 1 

ation.  ! 

COMING  AND  GOING  | 

But,  here  at  this  school  we  have  an  un- ! 

usually  large  number  of  returning  mission-  j 
aries,  as  well  as  servicemen  who  would  havej 
to  wait  around  longer  under  the  semester 
system  before  they  could  get  in  school  to  j 
finish  their  education  where  they  left  off. 

They  can’t  be  catered  to,  but  they  should  j 
be  considered.  [ 

Then,  too,  it  would  seem  that  raising  some  ‘ 
$120  would  be  much  harder,  especially  for  ‘ 
veterans,  than  would  the  quarterly  $80.  And , 
would  semesters  allow  the  student  to  know : 
where  he  stands,  academically,  as  well  as  the  i 
quarter  system? 

The  51-49  favoritism  for  the  quarter  sys-| 
tern  may  be  because  we’re  in  it  and,  for  the 
most  part,  happy  with  it.  It  could  be  that  the 
BYU  student  will  be  happied  after  the  change 
as  were  Colorado  and  California  students. 

We  don’t  say  do  not  make  the  change 
under  any  circumstances. 

But,  for  heaven’s  sake  we  hope  that  be- 
fore any  changes  are  made,  the  STUDENTS 
will  be  sold  on  it.  And  we’ll  leave  this  up 
to  whoever  does  the  changing,  if  it  is  done, 
as  a moral  responsibility.  Please  explain  to 
the  students  how  changing  to  the  semester 
system  will  make  them  better  educated  grad- 
uates, and  better  adjusted  to  meet  the  post- 
school world.

They  fail  to  recognize  that  there 
are  many  things  which  must  be 
included  in  their  diets  which 
they  dislike  or  are  unaware  that 
are  essential. 

The  basic  seven  is  a good 
guide  for  a proper  diet.  Included 
in  this  food  area  are  green  and 
yellow  vegetables;  citrus  friuts.

Coach  Watts  feels  there  are 
two  places  the  Utes  will  bear 
watching.  He  said  that  if  they 
can  match  the  Injuns  in  rebound- 
ing, and  keep  up  with  their  fast 
break,  the  chances  of  winning 
are  right  up  to  par. 

On  a close  game  Watts  is  a 
good  man  to  have  around,  in  the 
closing  seconds  of  the  Wyoming 
game,  the  play  that  won  the 
game  was  figured  with  scientific 
precision. 

Utah’s  Dick  Shores  and  De- 
lyle  Condie  have  shown  some 
real  fine  material,  but  Gardner 
has  mentioned  their  lack  of  fi- 


nesse in  playmaking.  Both  Mad- 
sen and  Earnest  do  well  in  this 
department. 

Since  Nicoll  and  Eastis  will 
watch  the  game  from  the  side- 
lines, the  Redskin  defensive  ef- 
forts will  concentrate  themselves 
upon  one  Bob  Skousen.  The 
basket-cracking  sophomore  is 
the  greatest  scoring  sophomore 
ever  to  plant  himself  firmly  on 
BYU  basketball  courts. 

Averaging  19  points  a game, 
the  Mesa,  Arizona  lad  has  had  to 
spread  his  field  of  talents  be- 
yond scoring  to  rebounding  and 
free-throw  shooting.

Three  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity hoop  stars  notched  their  way 
into  Skyline  Conference  top  ten 
scorers  as  result  of  last  week’s 
games. 

Bob  Skousen,  sophomore 
sensation,  is  leading  the  Cat 
pack  with  an  18-point  aver- 
age for  three  conference 
games.  Mac  Madsen  and  Gary 
Earnest,  a pair  of  flashy 
guards,  follow  with  15.7  and 
14.7  averages  respectively. 

BYU  is  the  only  team  in  the 
conference  “that  has  three  men 
in  the  top  ten.  Utah  State  and 
Denver  each  have  two  among 
the  top  scorers. 

Utah,  currently  riding  in  the 
loop’s  number  one  spot,  has  only 
one  man  among  the  leaders  and 
he  is  eighth  in  line  for  scoring 
honors.  All  the  other  Ute  “big 
names”  at  present  are  complet- 
ely out  of  the  picture  in  scoring. 

Skousen’s  18-point  average 
has  come  on  20  for  50  from  the 


field  and  14  out  of  16  from  the 
charity  lane.  The  big  forward’s 
free  throw  average  of  .875  is 
tops  among  the  leaders. 

Madsen,  who  has  found  the 
bucket  for  a deadly  .621  aver- 
age from  the  field  and  .846 
from  the  charity  lane,  has  gar- 
nered 18  field  goals  in  29  at- 
tempts and  11  free  throws  in 
13  tries.  His  field  goal  aver- 
age is  the  best  in  the  confer- 
ence. 

The  other  member  of  the 
guard  unit,  Earnest  is  clipping 
along  on  a 16  for  46  for  a .348 
average  from  the  field  and  12  for 
18  for  .667  from  the  free  throw 
lane.
